need for increasing Ui< number of 
schools has become apparent. To this 
end Mr. Wardlaw has received instmc 
lions from the Bureau of Vocational

•view to establishing additional scaools 
far the cuming year. Under the regu- 
lations governing these schools th« 
state provides for two-thirds of the 
expense, the local school district the 
remaining one-third. The tuition is 
free to students. 
The Instruction 


given Is designed to fit the students 
for the vocation ot mining, leading up 
to qualifications for mine foreman, fire 
boss and similar positions. 


In preparing for Increasing the num- 


ber of schools the Bureau of Voca- 
tional Education finds a shortage in 
the Bumber of teachers qualified to 
give instructions to the students. For 
the purpose ot adding to the number 
ot available teachers sxaminatioiss will 
be held In August and September at 
different points in both the bituminous 
and anthracite regions. 


Tor the bituminous region the ex- 


aminations arill be held in PHtsburg 
and Altoona on August 24 and £5 and 
at "the Ellsworth and Scottdale high 
schools on September 8 and October 
2it Having passed tbnt examinations 
successfully tho> candidates will re- 
ceive night school special certificate* 
which will empower the bolder 
to 


teach in the night vocational school* 
only. Tke candidates must have re- 
quisite experience" in mining, which 
means that they be persons who have 
actually worked ill and about the 
mines lone enough' to have acquired 
first hand knowledge ot the vocation.

Great interest 
naa been manifested in the work and 
th» attendance haa been greater than 
wa» expected. During the recent ex- 
amination* for mine foreman and fire 
boes certificates, it-Id in the several 
Inspection districts, these two schools 
furnished 108 of the candidates who 
participated In the examinations.

be the mean) of supplying the United 
States with one ol the necessities of 
war in which this country today is defi- 
cient and dependent on foreign sour- 
ces. That is the nitrate needed in the 
manufacture of ammunition, concern- 
ing a home supply of which there has 
been much discussion of late. Efforts 
are being made to secure the necessary 
water power to erect a plant for the 
production of nitrogen from the at- 
mosphere, as IB done abroad. 


Officials of the Bureau ol Mines here 


pointed out today that, although at 
the 'present time a practical method 
has not ret been devised for produc- 
ing nitric acid in commercially paying 
quantities as a by-product from the 
manufacture of coke, it is entirely 
probable that 
further experiment 


along this line, particularly if war or 
possibility of war forced the matter 
home, would lead to ways being de- 
vised for getting from coke at least a 
targe part of the nitrate needed in ex- 
plosive making. "C G. Alwater of New 
York, who is connected with a manu- 
facturing concern which deals in coal 
tar products, called the attention of a 
body of elcctrochemists who -. -e here 
urging tbe establishments of water 
power plants tor making fixed nltro- 
g*.n from the atmosphere, to the fact 
that coke manufacturing could furnish 
a large amount of this material. The 
chemists, however, were of_ the, opin- 
Jon that this would not bo a large 
enough supply, that it is not developed 
sufficiently and that the agricultural 
needs of the country also must be 
considered and that nitrate Is needed 
as much for farming as for explosives. 


The United States today is dependent 


on supplies £rnm abroad for all the 
nitrate it used both In agriculture and 
in explosive manufacture. Chile Is the 
country which, furnishes this import- 
ant product not only to the United 
State-o kut to almost the entire world. 
IE case of wa.r or threatened war, it 
is pointed out. this, source of supply 
mlgnt promptly be cut off. AnJ whaT 
would be tbe nine of guns without the 
ammunition vtth which to Ore them, 
It is asked. Wherefore, it Is said. It t» 
time for the United States to provide 
this necessary part of the sinews of 
war so that It .will not be left In the 
dangerous pouttiou of possibly being 
caught within such an essential 
as 


nitrate.

Carnegie Institute Students Detelop

The reclamation of ferro-alloys of 


manganese "and 
isilicon from bessemer 


and open hearth furnaco slag by a 
profitable process is reported to have 
resulted from research work at pres- 
ent carried on by two undergraduate 
students of the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, . Pittsburg. 
The s)ag 


which has hitherto been relegated to 
dumps in many cases, and used in 
various ways—crushed, as the ballast 
of railroad tracks and granulated, in 
the manufacture of Portland cement. 
Now comes its entrance as a valuable 
by-product. An electric furnace has 
been developed whereby the high 
priced ferro-mananese and ferro-sill- 
con can be extracted from the slag 
at a reasonable cost.
